Mr. Comyn directed attention to two argu- 
ments that, had been used in opposition to 
the campaign, which they hed started in 
relation to the land annuities. The frst 
charge made was that his party was out for 
repudiation; the. second charge, sometimes 
made, Was that they advocated that people 
-hould not pay their debts. Both suggestions 
were absolutely and entirely false. There 
«a5 20 question of repudiation as between 
this country and Great Britain, and there 
was aso nO question that those who had 
entered Into contracts to pay for their land 
should pay to the proper authority, which 
yas the Exchequer of Ireland. 

When the money had come into the Irish 
rychequer the question would then arise of 
row fat it could be applied in relief of the 
farmer's ot Ireland. 

His contention was that this country was 
not under any legal or moral obligation to 
transmit to England the proceeds of the land 
gnnuities collected within the twenty-six 
counties. The reason why he said that was 
that a bargain had been arrived at and an 
acreement ratified between Great Britain and 
the twenty-six counties by Acts of Parlia- 
ment in both countries. The terms of the 
agreement were that the purchase annuities 
should he paid into the Exchequer of the 
iwentv-six counties, or of the governing 
guthorioty of the twenty-six counties, and 
that the principal and interest on the Land 
stock should be paid out of moneys provided 
jy the Parliament of the United Kingdom.

IRISH CATTLE EXPORTERS’ 


GRIEVANCE. 


_ A meeting of the Irish Cattle Traders’ and 
Stockowners’ Association was held in the 
City Arms Hotel, Prussia street, Dublin, 
Mr. Mathew O'Connor (Chairman) presiding. 

Communications were read from members 
who ship through Cork and Waterford with 
reference to reliefs under the British de- 
rating scheme. It was complained that the 
usual de-rating rebates given by British rail- 
way companies in respect of freight af 
cattle sent from the Free State are not being 
allowed by them where the freight is paid 
on this side. It is customary in the trade, 
especially in the case of cattle shipped from 
Cork and Waterford to interior stations in 
Great Britain, to pay the freights here, and 
this inequality of treatment is a serious loss 
to the traders concerned. 

Mr. Mathew Bruton said that it seemed 
very imequitable to discriminate between 
traders who jay their freights here and those 
who pay on the other side. It appeared to 
be a matter for the Department of Industry 
and Commerce, 

Mr. John P. MacAvin, Secretary, said that 
he was already in correspondence with the 
Department on this subject, and it was to 
he hoped that as a result of their good offices 
the grievance would be removed.

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‘ARTIFICIAL FLAX. 


THE RECENT TEST IN 
A NORTHERN MILL. 


———F—— 
From Oug Own Corresponpent. 


LONDON, Friday. 
The following statement was made to-day 
to me by Dr. C. J. Hedle -Thornton, Chair- 
man of the English Artificial Cotton Produc- 
tion and me a. Corporation, Limited :— 
I have reason to believe that credence may 
given in Northern Ireland to certain mis- 
conceptions as to the new ‘“‘artificial flax ” 
fibre which my Corporation has evolved. 

In order that the linen industry shall not 
misunderstand the position, I hope that you 
will allow me to state the facts, Recently an 
application was made to this Corporation for 
samples of the new fibre for the purpose of 
testing it under working conditions in an 
Ulster spinning mill. The samples were 
readil supplied, but, at the same time, it was 
explicitely pointed out that since the nature 
of the fibre differed in man respects from 
that of ordinary flax it would be necessary, 
to secure the best results, to follow instruc- 
tions as to the method of spinnnig. Unfor- 
amh these instructions were not carried 


TREATED AS FLAX. 
treated, and, therefore, the results obtained 
were not similar to those achieved by the 
Corporation’s experts. I have received a cop 
ot the spinners report on their test, which 
reveals qnite clearly that in the experiment 
little or no account was taken of the especial 
characteristics of the new fibre. 

This report, though admirable in tone, is, 
nevertheless, valueless as a guide to other 
spinners in the flax industry. I am, therefore, 
anxious that Northern ‘trish industrialists 
should not be misled by the outcome of tests 
conducted without regard to definite instruc 
tions, Ulster may be assured that very 
careful investigation has been made by the 
Corporation's experts into the merits of the 
new fibre before its usefulness was disclosed 
a8 a means of restoring the Irish linen 
industry. 

FIBRE OR YARN ? 

I dq not wish to take the case I have 
mentioned as an indication that flax spinners 
will refuse to alter their methods in dealin 
with the Corporation’s flax substitute fibre. i 
have a higher opinion of Ulstermen than to 
suppose they are not ready to adapt them- 
selves to the needs of a new situation. I am, 
however, disposed to consider with my 
colleagues the comparative policies oí 
supplying “‘ artificial tiax ' to the industry as 
fibre or as yarn. A decision in favour of the 
latter would automatically exclude the 
spinners from participation in the enterprise, 
and I have no doubt that they will prefer to 
judge the fibre after informing themselves of 
the spinning instructions—which involves no 
experse—rather th + to accept the results of 
the tests to which I have referred.

Thev hid the salmon in 
a rabbit burrow, and then went away. 
Shortly afterwards they returned, and he 
eycled along the road and met them on the 
railway bridge carrying a 17lb. salmon in a 
bag. He took it from them without any 
protest on their part. The salmon had been 
gaffed, and had not been hooked. 

The defence was that the salmon had been 
caught by a licensed salmon fisherman at 
Drumcashel, and that the men were taking it 
home for him. They denied that they had 
been at the river bank, and alleged that the 
bailiff must have made a mistake. 

Mr. Goff, District Justice, said that there 
was shameful perjury on one side or the 
other, and to suggest that the bailiff had left 
the scales of fish in the rabbit burrow in 
order that he might bring a prosecution was 
too tall an order. He fined each of the de- 
fendants £10 and costs, with the alternative 
of three months’ imprisonment.

i LAND COMMISSION 
VOTE. 


GOVERNMENT MAJORITY:

In Dail Eierann yesterday, 

The debate on th vote of £342,366 for 
the Land Commission was resumed in Com- 
mittee. 

Mr. E. CAREY (Govt., Cork, E.) and Mr. 
G. BOLAND (F.F., Roscommon) spoke of 
the necessity of hastening the division of 
land. The latter Deputy said that promises 
that were made five years ago as to the divi- 
sion of land among those who wanted it had 
not yet been carried out by the Land Com- 
mission. He suggested that in the inquiries 
which were to be held the tenants oiight to 
be represented by a solicitor, who would 
put the facts before the tribunal. 

Mr. S. JORDAN (F.F., Galway) mentioned 
several estates in that county which required 
immediate attention. Promises that had been 
made years ago as to the division of lands 
had not been fulfilled. He mentioned the 
case of one person, who already had a good 
farm, who recently became owner of another 
farm and who set himself up as a mushroom 
landlord. 

“We are not,” said Mr. Jordan, amid 
aes ter “going to stand over that type of 
landord.”” 

The only really disappointing thing in the 
Land Commission vote, he concluded, was 
the encrmous reduction in the improvements 
grant. As big as the staff of the Land Com- 
mission was, they would scarcely count in 
half an hour all the petitions they had got 
for grants for necessary works. 

CUT IN IMPROVEMENT GRANT. 
Mr. O’CONNELL (Labour, Mayo, 8S.) said 
that as regarded the cutting down of the 
improvement grant the Parliamentary 
Secretary gave two reasons. First “íor 
economy,’’ whatever he meant by that as 
applied to this subject. Was the expenditure 
of this grant hitherto on an uneconomic basis? 
Perhaps the Parliamentary Secretary. would 
explain to the Dail why the money voted for 
1928-1929 for improvement work was not 
spent? It could not be held that the work 
was not there to be done. In the second place 
the Parliamentary Secretary said that in the 
coming year it was proposed to concentrate 
more on the vesting of land and less on the 
acquisition of untenanted land. He (Mr. 
O'Connell) did not see why the two processes 
should not be carried on simultaneously. 

Dr. O'DOWD (Fianna Fail, Roscommon) 
said that the Land Commission in some cases 
seemed to have dealt too harshly with. de- 
faulters. These people should get a fairly 
reasonable extension of time to pay up. 


that if the country was turned into a prairie 
or cattle ranch they would still have 
compulsory emigration. Unless the rural 
parts of Ireland—the backbone of the nation— 
were re-populated, they would never have a 
progressive or prosperous country, 

THE LANDLESS MEN. 

Mr. HAYES (F.F., Tipperary) said that 
the policy of the Land Commission was to 
drive ‘‘the poor, devils’’ of landless men 
further into the bogs and up the hills. ~ 

Mr. CORKERY (F.F., Cork North) main- 
tained that they had the same gang in con- 
trol of the Land Commission as in the days 
of the British régime, and the only deputies 
who praised its work were those who had 
stood for the rack-renting landlord in the 
old davs. He was glad to note that a good 
many supporters of the Government were 
coming to realise the true position of the 
Land Commission. He referred to the Mount 
Massey estate at Macroom, and said that a 
short time ago 84 acres of the 400 acres on 
that estate were to be taken over and divided 
amongst the town tenants; but though the 
people badly needed the land nothing had 
been done since. 

The same conditions were allowed to prevail 
in connection with the Beecher estate at 
Kanturk, and another farm near Millstreet. 
Those lands should be divided amongst the 
poor tenants, but it appeared to be the 
policy of the Land Commission to make rich 
rancher richer, and to drive the poor people 
to the emigrant ship. The farmérs in the 
past were able to wring concessions from the 
British Government, and would be able to 
wring concessions from any Government 
here. If things. went on as they were going, 
farmers would soon take it into their heads 
to organise, and also the labourers and town 
workers, and get what they were entitled to. 

Mr. T. CROWLEY (F.F., Limerick) asked 
the Parliamentary Sécretary to explain why 
the Land Commission had not acquired an 
estate of 500 acres at Murroe that had re- 
cently been put up for sale. At public 
auction the lots were withdrawn, but later 
it was acquired by private individuals, all 
of whom held substantig] farms, and thev 
divided this estate amongst them. He could 
not understand what reason the Land Com- 
mission had for not acquiring these lands, 
which were situated in the only congested 
area in the County Limerick, and give them 
to the cottiers in the district. 

ONE THOUSAND ACRES FLOODED. 

He also referred to the breaking of the 
bank of the Mulcaire river, as a result of 
which one thousand acres were subject to 
flooding. Representations had been made 
to the Commission by a joint deputation of 
all representatives from Limerick over a 
year ago on the matter, but rope had 
been done. If the conditions were allowed 
to continue for next winter it would mean 
severe losses for the surrounding farmers, 
and they would not be able to pay their 
annuities. 

Mr. P. T. REYNOLDS (Govt., Leiirim- 
Sligo) suggested that, independent of the 
Land Act, 1923, the Land Commission should 
give a certain amount of money for drainage, 
and allow the Commission’s engineer to 
spend that money in places where it would 
be most effective and useful. 

Mr. P. GORRY (F.F., Leix-Offaly) said 
that he was certain that the reduction of the 
estimate would create the necessity of a 
supplementary estimate Jater on if the work 
of the Land Commission was to 
be proceeded with. He regretted 
that grants were not available for 
the repairs and reconstruction of 
farmhouses and buildings, and said that if 
such grants were made available there would 
be a surprising number of applications for 
them. 

Mr. M. P. CONNOLLY (Government, 
Longford-Westmeath) said that the Land 
Commission’s inspectors had done their work 
well in somewhat hazardous circumstances. 
Certain deputies had suggested a slowing 
down of the acquisition of land by the Land 
Commission, while others had asked for a 
halt. In his opinion that was entirely opposed 
to the spirit of the 1925 Act. 


NOT “LAKE ISLE OF INNISHFREE.” 
Mr. P. J. RUTTLEDGE (F.F., Mayo N.) 
said that, when the prices paid by the Land 
Commission were compared with those paid 
by the old Congested Districts Board, they 
might be very misleading, because some ol 
the land purchased was mountain land. It 
there was any particular type of difficulty in 
regard to landlords’ titles a short bill should 
be introduced to make the position right and 
ease matters for the tenants. It should be 
obvious to the Land Commission that 
all over the West there were estates 
where improvements were urgently needed, 
and they would have to face that position. 
He criticised the Land Commission i 
their failure to provide land for the jeople 
in Lacken and Innisfree Island, where the 
fishing disasters took place a year ago. . 

Emigration was going on merrily, while 
the Land Commission moved rustily. In the 
last few years twenty-five per cent. of the 
population had cleared out of districts in the 
West. One would have thought that some 
bi, effort would have been inade to try and 
remedy such a state of affairs, especially 
in the West of Ireland, where people were 
virtually starving. They might even have 
got back to the position of the old Congested 
Districts Bourd, and provided lecal remedies 
In Erris not a single work had been pr>- 
vided out of the grant of £120,000 passec 
last year for relief works. . 

Mr, CORRY (F.F., Cork, W.) accused the 
Land Commission of sending down to his 
area inspectors who were members of Orange 
Lodges, and who wangled astates for the 
Masters of those Orange Lodges. 

AN UNHELPFUL DEBATE. 

Mr. RODDY, Parliamenta Secretary, 
said that the discussion on the vote had 
been neither helpful nor constructive...

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of the Land Commission, which, he sub- 
mitted, was the only policy suitable to the 
needs of the moment. 

That policy was divided into three main 
sections—one dealing with the completion 
of sales pending under the Acts of 1903 and 
and 1909, the second dealing with the divi- 
sion of tenanted land under the Act of 1925, 
and the third dealing with the acquisition 
and division of untenanted land under the 
Act of 1923. The work done since 1925 com 
pared more than favourably with that done 
under the old régime. 

Complaint had been made by Deputy 
Ruttledge about the comparatively small 
amount of land distributed in County Mayo. 
As a matter of fact 84,000 acres of land 
had been divided in that county since lst 
April, 1923—more than in any other county 
in the Free State Of that amount less than 
ten per cent. was mountain or waste land. 

MISSTATEMENTS CORRECTED. 

In the County Galway about 47,000 acres 
already had been distributed out of a total 
of 58,000 acres that had been acquired since 
1922. 

Deputies had tried to make it appear that 
the ee Commission was proceeding too 
clowly in the distribution of untenanted land. 
Under the Acts of 1903, 1909 and 1923 a total 
of 1,080,493 acres had been distributed up 
to the 3lst March this year. In other words, 
one-third of the land acquired had been dis- 
tributed. They were proceeding with the 
work three times as fast in the acquisition 
and distribution of untenanted land as 
in the prévious period. In the case 
of many estates taken over from the 
Congested Districts Board the proceedings 
were only in the initial stage when the Land 
Commission took them over, and the major 
portion of the work had to be done by the 
Land Commission. 

Replying to the suggestion that the reduc- 
tion of the estimate would mean that the 
congested districts and the Gaeltacht areas 
would be neglected, Mr. Roddy said that a 
number of schemes had been approved for 
the Gaeltacht, and it was not proposed to 
curtail the expenditure on the Gaeltacht areas 
in any way whatsoever. 

There would be greater concentration on the 
vesting of tenanted lands, and lesser on the 
acquisition and distribution of untenanted 
lands this year. There were about 60,00€ 
acres of land held by committees at present, 
and it was necessary that that land should 
be dealt with immediately, because the State 
had undertaken the responsibility under the 
Act of 1927 for the relief of these committees 
and of trustees in Land Bank cases. 

They must therefore put a number of their 
inspectors on this special work. In response 
to the demand for economy, certain reduc- 
tions had taken place in the inspectorate 
staff, but the indoor staff, as well as the out- 
door staff, was being reorganised, and there 
would be no appreciable diminution in the 
activities of the Department in taking over 
and distributing untenanted lands. 

On a division Deputy Derrig’s amendment 
referring the vote back was defeated by 69 
votes to 65. Fianna Fail and Labour voted 
for the amendment. Mr. J. T. Nolan, the 
Cumann na nGaedheal representative for 
Limerick, also voted against the Government. 
The Independent deputies voted with the Go- 
vernment. 

The Dail adjourned until 3 p.m. on Wed- 
nesday next, Ist May.

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The Air Force Flight. 


If, in one sense, the Royal Air Force 
flight to India has been a magnificent 
failure, in another it has been a 
magnificent success. Squadron-Leader 
A. G. Jones-Williams and Flight-Lieu- 
tenant N. H. Jenkins have failed to break 
the. world ‘‘record’’ for a _ non-stop 
flight, but they have broken the British 
“record,” and they have made the first 
non-stop flight to India. Their machine 
was a Fairey monoplane, with a 530 
horse-power Napier Lion engine. Helped 
by tanks in the wings—which thus con- 
trived a double debt to pay—it carried at 
the start some 1,100 gallons, or three 
and a half tons, of petrol. The existing 
world “ record ” for a non-stop flight is 
held by the Italians, Captain Ferrarin 
and Major del Prete, who, in July of last 
year, flew from Rome to Brazil, a distance 
of 4,466 miles, ‘‘ with one waft of the 
wing.” Bangalore, in Southern India, 
was chosen as the goal of the flight from 
Cranwell. If the two British airmen 
had reached it yesterday, they. would 
have flown 5,300 miles. An auspicious 
start was made from Cranwell on 
Wednesday morning, and hope of victory 
grew stronger as successive reports 
were flashed to the Air Ministry. The 
machine scaled the Taurus Mountains 
safely and passed over Baghdad at two 
o'clock on Thursday afternoon. Thus it 
had covered 2,600 miles at an average 
speed of some ninety-seven miles an hour. 
Continued progress at the same rate 
would have achieved the goal yesterday 
evening; indeed, quicker progress was 
foreseen as the machine grew lighter. 
Alas! the experts’ calculations were 
disappointed. The winds which had 
followed the airmen across Europe became 
contrary in Iraq, and, from Baghdad 
onwards, the aeroplane’s specd fell to 
seventy miles an hour. It reached 
Karachi at one o'clock yesterday after- 
noon, fiéw forward for another hour, and 
then, returning to the city, came to earth 
defeated, it seems, by head winds and 
lack ‘of petrol. Bangalore was missed 
by a thousand miles, but the two Royal 
Air Force pilots have made aerial history. 
They have flown irom England to India— 
4,130 miles without a halt—in the space 
of less than fifty-one hours. 

England to India in fifty hours!

struck the world dumb with amazement, 
and what would our ancestors have 
thought about it?

The Free State Government's refusal 
to apply a measure of “de-rating ” to 
agricultural lands and farm buildings has 
caused some disappointment among the 
farming community, especially as the 
very generous scheme which has been 
adopted in Great Britain is about 
to be applied to Northern Ireland. In 
his Budget speech Mr. Blythe explained 
at some length the reasons why the 
British example could not be followed in 
the Free State, and, although we all 
must regret the Government’s decision, 
the Minister’s case, on the whole, was 
convincing. The English plan, as applied 
to agricultural lands and farm buildings, 
is simple enough. Henceforward English 
farmers will not be required to pay 
rates on their lands and buildings. 
The which thus be lost 
to the County Councils wiil be made 
good by the Government, the 
result that local administration will con- 


sums will 


with 


tinue as usual; the farmers will gain 
considerably, and the only loser will be 
the Government, which, of course, wil] 
recoup itself eventually at the expense 
of the general tax-payer. In England 
the scheme will apply 
mainly to industry. In the Free State, 
on the other hand, the ‘‘de-rating’’ of 
agricultural lands and farm buildings 
would cost £2,050,000 per annum out of 
a total of £2,231,300 for agriculture and 
industry combined. Mr. Blythe explained 


‘‘de-rating’”’ 


that, from the financial point: of view 
alone, the raising of such a large sum 
in the Free State would be out of the 
question. In England, he said, the pro 
ceeds of a single tax—namely the four- 
penny tax on petrol—would cover the 
whole cost of ‘‘de-rating’’ after a few 
years, whereas in the Free State at least 
seven new imposts, including an increase 
of sixpence on the income tax, would be 
required. 

The “de-rating’’ of agricultural land 
in the Free State would deprive county 
councils in the rural areas of as much as 
71 per cent. of their revenue from rates, 
and in one or two cases the loss would 
be more than 80 per cent. Without a 
drastic overhauling of the whole local 
therefore, no “‘de- 
scheme would be feasible. 
Furthermore, the raising of more than 
£2,000,000 the 
authorities for their loss of revenue 
would increase the cost of living to the 


government system,

to compensate 


farmer, and in many cases would nullify 
the advantages which he would obtain 
through the remission of his rates. “ De- 
rating ” in the Free State would involve the 
subsidising of the farmers—who form a 
majority of the community—by the non- 
farmers, and, although agriculture un- 
doubtedly would benefit in the beginning, 
Mr. Blythe takes the view that, in the 
long run, the game would not be worth 
the candle. There is much force in his 
arguments, but the fact that a measure 
of “de-rating” is being applied 
Northern Ireland places the Free State 
farmer in a position of inferiority to 


to 


one of his most formidable competitors, 
Of course, while the Northern Govern- 
ment has the British Treasury behind it, 
the Saorstát must stand on its own legs. 
Moreover, the ratio of agricultural land 
to the whole rateable property of the 
North is only 38 per cent., as against the 
Free State’s 65 per cent., and consequently 
the problem in Belfast is considerably. less 
difficult than the problem in Dublin. We 
realise that these arguments provide cold 
comfort for the Free State farmer, who, 
under his burden of taxes and tariffs, is 
ploughing a very hard furrow. Like the 
rest of the country, howeve-, he must be 
prepared to pay for his political inde- 
pendence.

Health of Nations. 

Malaria, which became prevalent in 
Greece in the fourth century B.C., con- 
tributed largely to the decline of Greek 
character and of Greek patriotism. This 
interesting theme was developed by Sir 
Thomas Oliver, Vice-Chancellor of Durham 
University, in an address on Thursday to 
the Institute of Hygiene. The plague has 
continued to the present day, and it is 
said that malaria affects no less than 
forty per cent. of the modern Greeks. 
Well might the minstrel in Bvrcn's “Don 
Juan’’ invoke the earth to render back 
“a remnant of our Spartan dead." A 
subtle change undoubtedly occurred soon 
aiter the agé of Pericles, and Greek 
civilisation, having reached a height that 


) Was, perhaps, never again to be equalled 


in human history, lost its “spring.” Sir 
Thomas Oliver does not argue that the 
change was wholly due to physical causes. 
“The Greek had lost not only his religion, 
but also his faith, and without faith in 
something higher than itself no nation 
can Jong survive.” Her highly-developed 
merchant navy made Greece wealthy and 
supplied her too freely with the means to 
gratify luxurious tastes. In some in- 
definable way the Greeks lost stamina, and 
the effeminacy that ojiten goes with 
the artistic temperament became inore 
apparent in them. Jt has been claimed 
that the same endemic disease which 
reduced Greece to vassalage took toll also 
of her conquerors. If the Roman Empire 


had not fallen in the fifth century, the 


history of Europe would have been very 
different. Not barbarism, but malaria, 
was responsible for the break in con- 
tinuity. Such theories have an interest, 
although, as explanations of history, they 
are incomplete. Dr. Johnson maintained 
obstinately that no man’s spirits were 
affected by the state of the weather, but 
certainly, as.Sir Thomas Oliver says, men 
are stimulated or depressed by climatic 
conditions. In modern times it seems to 
be true that “those nations are the most 
virile where the seasons vary and tempera-

A Theatre Strike. 


If the French theatre-owners fulfil their 
threat, France, on May 15th, will be a 
countfy without theatres, without music 
halls, without ‘‘ movies’? and without 
‘‘ talkies.’ A conference of the owners 
has decided to close every hall of enter- 
tainment in France on that date as a 
protest against excessive taxation. They 
allege that the State entertainment tax 
and the poor law tax together account for 
twenty per cent. of their gross receipts, 
and that the municipa] tax amounts to a 
further twenty per cen’. Action of a very 
drastic kind, therefore, is considered 
necessary if the Government is to be 
brought to reason. It is stated that the 
authorities have received milder repre- 
sentations in a somewhat unsympathetic 
spirit. A reduction of the entertainment 
tax,: they say, would “ ppset the 
equilibrium of the budget.’’. No doubt, 
members of the French Government 
patronise the theatre and the cinemato- 
graph. Perhaps, some of them have been 
moved to tears by the domestic woes of 
‘ talkie ” singers, but, at this time of the 
year, the very word “ budget ”’ is like a 
bell which lulls them back to national 
finance. Unless a settlement ‘can be 
reached which does not upset the 
‘equilibrium of the budget,’’ France will 
be left without her popular amusements. 
An Irish traveller who was then unknown 
to fame—Oliver Goldsmith—once found 
her a “gar, sprightly land of mirth and 
social ease.” The mirth and social ease 
owed little to the kind of entertainments 
which all modern nations now regard as 
essential. The question will occur to 
some people: if a theatrical “ strike ”’ 
became general in Europe and America, 
how would millions of people employ 
their leisure? Viowd they find any 
pleasure in listenuty, as the French 
peasants listened, to an uncouth fellow 
who liked to talk and to play the fiddle?

Salmon Lifts. 


In a room in the Houses of Parliament 
to-day a working model of an automate 
hft to enable fish to get over river dams 
was demonstrated. Electricity companies 
propose to dam some of the salmon rivers 
to obtain water power for clectrieir, 
Fishermen have objected that. in doug 
so, they will shut out the salmon, and 
means have had to be devised to help the 
fish over the dams. About eighty rards 
from the foot of the dam the river is 
confined to what appears to be a lock, 
except that the luck gates are iron har. 
Closer examination reveals that a |arz3 
cage occupies the narrow gorge, with an 
open gate at the end farthest from ths 
dam. Through this opening the salmer 
are expected to swim. Once imbide ts 
cage the salmon will find difficultr a 
escaping. They will not be kept wart 
long, however; for the service is regula, 
and soon the lift rises. The salmon ar 
accommodated in a tank at the bottom of 
the cage. By ingenious fittings the ca 
tilts up on reaching the water, a dot 
opens, and the salmon is gently dumped 
into the reservoir. The lifts will ™ 
electrically driven and will be aute 
matically controlled, so that they function

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LESSONS OF THE FLIGHT. 
-The Times says:—The airmen who 
landed last night at Karachi are entitled 
to: a proud satisfaction that they have 
been the first to link England and India 
by a direct flight. The Fairey mono- 
plane in which they flew has justified 
the confidence of its designers, and its 
succcss marks a definite advance in the 
construction of long-distance aeroplanes. 

A combination of small mischances has 
robbed Squadron-leader Jones-Williams 
and Flight-Lieutenant Jenkins of their 
hope of breaking the world’s long- 
distance “record,’’ which is still held by 
the Italian airmen who flew from Rome 
to Brazil. Possibly more petro] might 
have been carried with safety. The very 
good time made between England and 
Baghdad was not maintained between 
Baghdad and Karachi, apparently through 
adverse winds. Meteorological informa- 


| tion which would have helped could not 


be sent to a machine without wireless. 

Like all such flights, this flight will 
provide plenty of materia] for expert dis- 
cussion. Though less than a world 
“record.” it is a great achievement of 
construction and endurance, and the day 
when all parts of the Empire will be in 
direct communication through the air is 
so much the nearer. 


“HARD LUCK.” 


VALUE OF THE FLIGHT. 

Mr. C. R. Fairey, Chairman and manag- 
ing director of the Fairey Aviation Com- 
pany, Ltd.. said to a Piess Association re- 
porter :—‘‘ It is a splendid flight, and if 
is hard luck that the pilot should fail at 
the ‘record’ when within an ace of 
achieving it. Nevertheless it does not 
detract from the achievement of the flight, 
which is the first one made non-stop from 
this.country to India. That is its great 
value apart from the ‘ record.’ 

‘ Although it is difficult at this mm 
to say what happened, it seems fairly 
clear that the pilot must have met with a 
strong head-wind, His average speed, for 
example, was reduced in the last stage of 
the flight from 97 miles an hour to about 
70. To gain a new ‘record’ the machine 
would have had to have continued straight

Never- 
theless, the leading personages connected 
with the theatre appear to be agreed that 
some step must be taken. They declare 
that the present taxes are killing the 
theatrical industry, since the State tax and 
the poor law tax amount to roughly 
twenty per cent. of the gross receipts, 
while the municipal tax often accounts for 
another twenty per cent. The cinemas 
are taxed even more heavily. : 


ACTORS’ SUPPORT. 

The Actors’ Union is declared to be 
ready to support the managers, and the 
dramatic authors are also of opinion that 
the present taxation is prohibitive. While 
in parliamentary circles the Theatre Con- 
gress ultimatum is not regarded as final, 
it is pointed out that the existing Jaw can 
only be modified by another Jaw, and in 
any case it is not certain that the Govern- 
ment would accept an amendment which 
might upset the equilibrium oí the 
Budget. 


COMPROMISE HOPES.

ANOTHER LAND 
DEBATE. 


MAJORITY OF FOUR FOR 
THE GOVERNMENT.

Save for some nervous tension suffered 
by the Party Whips—-and particularly the 
Government Party Whips—in the Dail 
yesterday there was little of interest in 
the debate on the Land Commission esti- 
mate, which occupied the whole sitting.

Galway), 
while Mr. T. J. O'Connell (Labour, S. 
Mayo) deplored the suggestion that there 
was to be a slowing-off in the acquisition 
and distribution of land. Dr. O'Dowd 
(Fianna Fail, Roscommon) wanted more 
time given for defanlters to pay, and 
argued that unless the rural parts of the 
country were repopulated there could be 
no prosperity or progress. 

“ No man should have 400 acres of the 
best land while 40 or 60 poor devils are. 
trying to live on the same amount of poor 
land,’’ declared. Mr. Corkery (Fianna 
Fail, Cork). 


NEED FOR ECONOMY. 

Further speeches in the same vein were 
made by Opposition members, after which 
the Parliamentary Secretary to the 
Ministry of Lands and Fisheries, Mr. M 
Roddy, closed the debate. 

‘‘ We are going three times faster with 
the acquision of Jands than at any pre- 
vious period,” he said. He contended 
that in view of the urgent need for 
economy the estimate had to be reduced 
to the lowest possible figure. Nine 
temporary inspectors had been dismissed, 
he added, but there would be no appreci- 
able diminution in the work of the 
Deapartment.

THE QUESTION OF A FLAG, 

From Ovr SprEcIAL CORRESPONDENT. 

CORK, Friday. 

The question of a mercantile flag for 
vessels registered in the Irish Free State 
was raised by Mr. R. Wallace, Chairman 
of the Cork Harbour Commissioners, at a 
meeting of the Board, Pilotage Committee 
to-day. 

“There is no reason,” he declared, “ why 
vessels registered in this country should 
not carry the Free State flag.” 

Mr. A. C. Horne, another member. of 
the Board, told me that until a similar 
flag was designed for the Free State ship- 
owners had no option but to fly the British 
Mercantile Marine flag. : 

This view was supported by an official 
of the City of Cork Steam Packet Company, 
Ltd., whom I approached on the matter.

are registered in this country. With the 
exception of the s.s.

TO NORMAL. 


MR. BLYTHE REVIEWS 
HIS BUDGET. 


-EVENUE. WILL TEND 
TO INCREASE, 


“We. are now approaching normality, 
and, besides that, we are able to’ see the 
way more clearly in front of us than ever 
before.” 

This was one of the opening scntences 
in an address delitered last nivht by 
Mr. Blythe, Free State Minister of 
Finance, at a meeting, under, the auspjces 
Hotel, Exchequer street, Dublin, Mr. 
J. J. Byrne, T.D.; presiding. ' 

Mr. Blythe said that although the 
Budget introduced by him during the 
week had not created anything like a 
sensation, or the excitement of previous 
years, it gave him more satisfaction in 
disclosing it to the Dail than any of its 
predecessors. | 

The Free State had started with a big 
civil struggle, which was carried on with 
an enormous amount of damage, the bill 
for which they did not know, and the 
Free State took over the existing British 
scale of taxation. They took over a five 
shillings income tax, an eightpenny tax 
on tea, and twopence three-farthings per 
pound on sugar. They could not, in the 
first year. reduce the taxation because of 
the costs of the civil war and because of 
the big bill for compensation. 


THE EARLY YEARS. 

In face of all that they did not pile 
up debt, which they might have done had 
they been carrying on under normal 
circumstances. Had they borrowed under 
such conditions the rates of interest would 
have been big and the State would have 
started off with a bad “' record ” in that 


ae “iom 

hey had put aside as abnormal 
revenue the ‘compensation charges and 
cost of reconstructing buildings, and did 
not take it intó account when deciding 
what taxation should be imposed or what 
revenue raised in the year. Their decision 
to meet. it by borrowing had proved. abso- 
lutely sound, despite criticism. Having 
done that they were in the position to 
reduce taxation, They wert, however, in 
the position of having the prospect of a 
declining revenuc, and at one time they 
had a rapid decline in the yield of taxa- 
tion upon ‘beer and spirits, which was 
due to more factors than one. There was 
no doubt that the very high rate of taxa- 
tion had a good deal, and perhaps most, 
to do with that decline, but other factors 
also came in. The development of the 
cinema was an influence which tended to 
cause a decline in the consumption of 
alcoholic liquor. 

“Up to this year,’ said Mr. Blythe. 
“Tf have been afraid that we had reached 
the position of having substantially to 
increase taxation or of having to cut off 
services which were of such a character 
that they ought not fo be reduced; but 
this year and with this Budget, for the 
first time, I am relieved of that fear. 

“I am able now to foresee a yield 
of revenue which will not appreciably. 
diminish at all, and which, on the whole, 
so far as I can judge, will tend to in- 
crease instead of to diminish, as in the 
past. 


COUNTRY NOW ON THE LEVEL. 

“The position, therefore, is that, in 
this matter of taxation and budgeting, 
we are on the level. If we.decide. to 
have more services, then we have got to 
have more taxation for it. If we decide 
that we are to have the present services 
and expenditure, we can provide for those 
services with taxation on its present 
level.’ 

Fianna Fail criticis of the Budget; he 
said, were concerned, so far as he could 
jitdge, solely to show, if they could, that 
not only was there no prospect of any 
improvement in the future in economic 
conditions in the country, but that things 
were bad, and that they must continue 
to get worse. He had no use for fatuous 
optimism, which took no notice of the 
difficulties and dangers that were. to be 
seen; but even worse than that optimism 
was the sort of blear-eyed pessimism 
which would insist that things were worse 
than they actually were. 

It was very hard always to say whether 
economic conditions in a country were 
improving or disimproving, because while 
one trade was improving another trade 
might not be doing so well. Judging by 
such things as they were able to judge 
by, he was satisfied that they had had for 
some time made progress—very slight, 
but a real jmprovement in conditions. 


GOVERNMENT ACTIVITY. 

There was a great deal of progress still 
to be made before the country was on a 
flood-tide of prosperity, but the things 
that a Government could do towards help- 
ing progress were definitely limited. There 
was no limit to Government activity if it 
collected higher taxes, but by taking the 
money out of the pockets of the people 
engaged in business or industry it would 
slow up the wheels of industry. Every 
time they heard it said that there should 
be additional Government activity they 
should remember that increased Govern- 
ment activity inevitably put the brake on 
somewhere else. 

They had tried, as the late Kevin 
O'Higgins said, to keep ‘the middle of 
the road.” They realised that there were 
a great many things a Government could 
do, but they could not do as cheaply as 
other agencies, They had tried, therefore, 
to do only the things which a Government 
could do better than could be done other- 
wise, . 

They had tned to keep taxation down 
to a reasonable level, so tha! there should’ 
be less hindrance to the work of private

carried out big Jand division schemes, 
drainage schemes, the Shannon scheme,

EFFECTS OF PROTECTION.

A “ CAT ” BURGLAR. 

In order to gain admission from the 
outside to Mrs. Jurgens’ apartments the 
thief must have scaled a spiked iron rail, 
four feet in height, dividing the lawn at 
the rear of the hotel from South Carriage 
road, Hyde Park, made his way across a 
stretch of Jawn in full view of passers-by, 
crawled through some rough shrubbery, 
climbed a fifteen-feet wall on to a flat 
roof, and then mounted the fire escape 
which leads past a bathroom on the first 
floor adjoining Mrs. Jurgens’ bedroom. 

The thief must have had a thorough 
acquaintance with the 
present existing in the hotel, and must 
have known that the electric alarms on 
the fire eseape were not working. 

Usually immediately a foot is placed on 
the first rung of the escape a high-powered 
burglar alarm rings in the main hall of 
the hotel. .At present, however, workmen 
are employed in renovating and painting 
this wing of the hotel, and the bell has 
been temporarily disconnected. 

DISGUISED AS PAINTER? 

One theory to which great importance 
is attached is that the thief may have 
disguised himself as a painter by wearing 
workmen's overalls, and so have mounted 
the fire escape without attracting any 
notice. 

Officials at Scotland Yard regard the 
robbery as having been wonderfully well 
planned. They are of the opinion that it 
is the work of a member of an interna- 
tional gang of jewel thieves. A sharp 
look-out is being kept to discover the 
whereabouts of a man who is known to 
belong to this gang, and who was recently 
seen On the Continent. 

A thorough, search.on the lawn at the 
rear of the hotel was carried out by 
officers from Scotland Yard during the 
‘morning. ‘They ‘liscovered a number of 
footprints which led from the wall at the 
rear of the hotet to some iron railings. 
The footprints, were those of men, and 
‘were of a fairly large size. On the spiked 
railings the officers discovered a number of 
recent marks, likely to have been made by 
someone scaling them.

Another declaration of importance on 
disarmament’ was made here to-day by 
Mr. Hugh Gibson, the chief delegate of 
the United States to the Preparatory 
Commission for the Disarmament Con- 
ference. i 1 
Speaking in the discussion on military 
effectives, and in particular of the posi- 
tion of trained reserves, Mr. Gibson 

inted out that the Government of the 
United States had alwars held that. 
trained reserves should be included in 
peace-time armaments, They took the 
view that the possession of such reserves 
placed a nation in a markedly more 
favourable ‘position than one which had to 
train .the pérsonnel and to equip it. 
Sceing, however, that other countrics held 
opposing views, and held them just as 
strongly, the American Government, with 
a view to avoiding a deadlock, would 
accept the ideas of the majority of the 
countries whose land forees constituted 
their chief military interest. | 

In making this concession, Mr. Gibson 
expressed the hope that, as a corollary, 
the delegations of other countries would 
make a marimum namber of conces- 
sions. He pleaded that there should 
be no bargaining, but a frank 
statement by each delegation as to what 
concession it was prepared to make. This 
would create a feeling of candour and 
harmony which would advance the work 
of the Committee: not only speedily, but 
effectively. 

In view of this declaration, Count 
Bernstorff (Germany), who had prepared 
a proposal of his. own for distribution, 
asked that he might be allowed to reserve 
his remarks until to-morrow. 

M. Massighli, the French delegate, while 
expressing satisfaction with the American 
declaration, which he said was calculated 
to accelerate the work of the Commission, 
repeated the French paint.oi view, that 
its vital interests prevented France from 
making any concession “with regard to 
trained reserves. 

Mr. Sato (Japan) remarked that while 
Japan could not now change its seventy- 
year-old system of compulsory service, she 
was prepared to make al! possible conces- 
sions.

He has improved on the previous five 
miles “récord ” by 72 miles an hour. and 
on the five kilometres " recond’’ by nine 
miles an hour.

Interviewed on stepping out of the 
machine, Captain Campbell said: “ My 
run was not so good as on Sunday, and 
there are still some very bad bumps on 
the track. I had another shaking, and it 
| has given me a headache. Continual 
vibration on my spine during many years 
of motor racing makes me feel bumps ver:

RETURNING TO ENGLAND. 

“I have the satisfaction of going home 
next week,” he added, “with two world’s 
‘vecords.’ These have been put up by 
margins never before equalied.”’

PEMONSTRATION.

A cordial weleome awaited the members 
of the Simon Conithission on their arrival 
at Victoria Station, London, at four o'clock 
yesterday “afternoon. As ‘Sir John and 
Lady Simon stepped from their coach the 
first to greet. them was Mr. Baldwin, at 
whose side was Lord Templemore, repre- 
senting the Kihg, Others present were 
Lord Peel, Secretary for India; the Earl 
of Birkenhead, a. former Secretary, and 
the Marquis of Reading, a former Viceroy. 
Lord Burnham, a member of the Com- 
mission, who returned a few days ago, was 
also present. 

After exchanges of greetings, members 
of the chief Punjab Association in London 
placed long wreaths of carnations round 
thé necks of Sir John Simon and Viscount 
Burnham, while their secretary presented 
an address -of welcome, explaining that 
the Association. was.composed of Indian 
students resident in England. The members 
of the Commission then passed to their 
cars, and drove away through cheering 
crowds. 

A demonstration had been staged in 
Hyde Park earlier by the Indian National 
Congress (London mama | the League 
against Imperialism (British Section), and 
the Workers’ Welfare League of Indians, 
and it was arranged that a procession 
should leave for Victoria Station. Hundreds 
of members of these organisations assembled 
at the Marble Arch; where they were 
joined by Mr. Saklatvala, Communist 
member of Parliament; but when the 
procession was marshalled the members 
were informed by police that they could 
not proceed beyond the Hyde Park Corner 
exit 

STOPPED BY POLICE. 

Carrying the Indian Nationalist flag and 
placards with such inscriptions as “Te 
hell with the Simon Commission, ” “ Inde- 
pendence,’ and “ Who killed Lajpatirai í 
and with women carrying black flags, the 
procession marched to Hyde Park Corner 
exit, but were stepped there by mounted 
police. Subsequently they broke up, and 
in twos and threes went to Victoria, dis- 
tributing pamphlets, headed “ Why India 
Regrets the Simon Commission.”’ 

The distribution of the pamphlets was 
also stopped by the police, who seized 
them. They also singled out coloured men 
from the general crowd, and escorted them 
away from the station entrance. Several 
who resisted were carried bodily by the 
police. 

Just before the train arrived a man 
shouted : “ Down with the Simon Commis- 
sion; to hel) with the Simon Commission.’ 
He was seized by the police and led away. 
He shouted and struggled till he collapsed, 
and was carried to the police headquarters 
nearby. The man who acted as marshal 
to the procession in Hyde Park also went 
away with the police. 

During the reception at Victoria the 
police took three Indian students who were 
among those demonstrating with placards 
outside the station to Rochester Row 
Police Station. A fourth man was taken 
to Gerald. Row Police Station. It is 
undergbod that all four were charged with 
using insulting words and behaviour, and 
will appear at Westminster Police Court 
to-day. é

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THE GRAND DUKE MICHAEL OF 


RUSSIA, 


The Grand Duke Michael Michaelovitch of 
Russia died in London yesterday, aged sixty- 
influenza from which 


weak, Th Grand Duke was related to the 
Tsar Nicholas, who was assassinated in 1917. 

Eldest son of. the Grand Duke Michael 
Nicolaievitch, he was born at Peterhof 
Pdlacé, He married morganatically at San 
Kemo on February 26th, 1 Sophie, Cotn- 
tess of Merenberg, afterwards Countess Torby, 
who died in London in 1927. His. elder 
daughter, Lady, Anastasia, was married to 
Mr. Harold Wernher, a director of the Anglo- 
Spanish Construction Company, in 1916, and 
in that year also his second. daughter, 
Nadejda, ‘was married to the Marquess of 
Milford Haven. 

The Grand Duke was an enthusiastic golfer. 
In winter time he played on the Riviera, and 
he was a frequent visitor to the North Ber- 
wick links. in company with the Countess 
Torby, he had often played with the late Ben 
Sayers. When on the links hé played in his 
shirt sleeves, and his clubs were made with 
long shafts and grips as thick as bat-handles. 


SIR ALAN BURGOYNE, M.P. 


Lieut.-Colonel Sir Alan Hughes Burgoyne, 
M.P., died at his residence, Fincher’s House, 
Amersham, Buckinghamshire, aged forty-nine 
years. He had been ill for several months 
with influenza, pleurisy and appendicitis, and 
had been compelled to retire from Parliament. 

Sir Alan was made a Knight in 
1922. He had been Conservative mem- 
ber of Parliament for the Aylesbury 
Division of Buckinghamshire since 1924. 
He first entered politics in 1906, when he con- 
tested, unsuccessiully, King’s Lynn. In 1910 
he was returned in the Conservafive interest 
for Kensington North, and continued to re- 
present that division until 1922. In the fol- 
lowing year he was defeated when he con- 
tested Mid Buckinghamshire. Sir Alan was 
educated at the Kelly College, Tavistock, at 
Liege, the Montpellier University, and 
Queen's College, Oxford. 

On the outbreak of the European war, after 
working on the Admiralty Committee for 
the Restriction of Enemy Trade, he joined the 
King’s Liverpool Regiment, and he was trans- 
ferred to the Middlesex Regiment in 1915. 
He served in France, Italy, Palestine and 
India, and was attached to the Headquarters 
Staff of the Indian Army as Personal 
Assistant to Brigadier-General Lord Montagu 
of Beaulieu. His promotion to the rank of 


| Major came in 1917, and in the following 


year he was promoted Lieut.-Colonel, For 
his services in 1914 to 1915 he was awarded 
the Medal of the Order of the Crown of 
Italy, and was made an Officer of the Legion 
of Honour. From 1918 to 1919 he was 
Controller of the Priority Department of the 
Ministry of Munitions. 

When at Port Arthur, in 1903, Sir Alan 
was arrested by the Russians and imprisoned 
on a false charge of spying. 

He was a director of the Army and Navy 
Co-operative Society, the British Rubber and 
General Trust, the ‘Duophone Company. 
Limited; P. B. Burgoyne and Company, 
Limited; Australian Wine Importers, Limited, 
and other companies, and the London-Irish 
Trust. Sir Alan in 1907 founded the * Navy 
Annual,” and for several years he was its 
editor. He was honorary treasurer ot the 
Navy League, and had been honorary secre- 
tary and honorary treasurer of the 19006 Club 
since 1906. Sir Alan Burgoyne had devoted 
much of his time to a study of naval sub- 
jects. He was a regular contributor to the 
technical Press, and in 1902 he pubhshed 
‘* A Short History of Submarine Navization.”’ 
This was followed a year later by ‘* Sub- 
marine Navigation, Past and Present,’ 
‘Trafalgar Refought’’ (with Sir W. Laird 
Clowes), “The War Inevitable ’’ (in 1908’, 
“Lust of Hate’’ (1912), “What of the 
Navy?’ (1913), and a series of poems, “' As 
the Spirit Moved Me” (1918). He has also 
written two songs—*‘ Heart o’ Mine” and 
“ God's Gift.” 
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SIR JOHN VAUGHAN. 


Renter’s correspondent announces that Sir 
John Vaughan, British Minister to Sweden, 
died suddenly last evening when speaking 
at a banquet to members of the Federation 
of British Industries in Stockholm. Born in 
1870, Sir John Charles Tudor Vaughan was 
nominated an Aftach/ in 1893, and hecame 
Secretary to the British Agency in Pretoria 
in July, 1899. He was Assistant Private 
Secretary to Lord (then Sir Alfred) Milner 
from October, 1899, to September, 1900, 
when he was appointed Political Secretary to 
Lord Roberts. From South Africa he went 
to China, and afterwards he held diplomatic 
posts in various capitals. In 1922 he was 
appointed Minister in Riga, Reval and 
Kovno, and his transfer to Stockholm took 
place in 1927. He was created K.C.M.G. 
in June of 1925. 


BRIGADIER-GENERAL HAROLD F. 
GRENFELL. 

The Times announces the death of Briga 
dier-General Harold Maxwell Grenfell, 
C.M.G., M.V.0., at Northampton yesterday, 
aged fifty-eight years. 

The fifth son of the late Pascoe Du Pre 
Grenfell, of Wilton Park, Beaconsfield, he 
entered the Army in 1892, was promoted 
Captain in 1898, Colonel in 1906, and Hono- 
rary Brigadier-General in 1918. He served 
in the Sudan (1898), including Khartoum, 
was mentioned in despatches, promoted 
Brevet Major, and awarded the medal and 
the Khedive’s medal with clasp. In the 
South African War of 1899 to 1902 he com- 
manded a regiment of Brabant’s Horse, was 
promoted Brevet-Colonel, was mentioned four 
times in despatches, and was awarded the 
Queen’s medal with four clasps and the King’s 
medal with two clasps.

ARMOURED. TANKS TO PLAY

WASHINGTON, Friday. 

Tactics for the employment of armoured 
fighting vehicles on tne battlefield must be 
revised as a; result of the enormous advance 
made since the war in the construction of 
tanks and other cross-country war machines 
in the opinion of Major-General C. Ct. 
Williams, United States Army Chief of 
Ordnance. Discussing what he terms the 
new era of the armoured fighting vehicle, he 
asserts that such great increases in speed, 
fire-power, durability and radius of action. 
have been built into the new American fight- 
ing tanks, that it is no longer advisable to 
continue the world war practice of sending 
infantry over the top in the same wave with 
armour-protected machines. | 

General Williams says that such great 
improvements have. been made in the pro- 
duction of all kinds of armoured vehicles 
since the war, that it 1s now practicable to 
build up within the Army a small, separate, 
armoured striking force that can be entirely 
diverced from the infantry, and which will 
be capable of acting independently on the 
battlefield, Light tanks, the Ordnance 
Chief says, have improved four hundred per 
cent, in the last ten years. They are faster, 
have greater fire power, and will stand up 
under rough usage for long distances. He 
also asserts that substitution, wherever pos- 
sible, of modern tanks and armour-protected 
vehicles for transporting infantrymen would 
result in a great saving of human life, and 
advocates the use of a cross-country vehicle 
if possible 

In his opinion, such armour protection will 
be needed in the next war to make possible 
the advance of the soldier against machine- 
gun emplacements and the greater fire power 
which will be a feature oí future warfare. 

As future machine warfare is visualised by 
Yeneral Williams, infantry would attack in 
sections only where some natural protection was 
afforded by the country. Armoured vehicles, 
operating together as a single independent 
striking force, would be utilised on the best 
available terrain in the battle area. In the 
armoured striking force would be incor- 
porated light tanks, capable of travelling 
twenty miles an hour, cross-country vehicles, 
protected with armour, for moving infantry 
men and machine-gun squads across fire- 
swept zones, self-propelled artillery to sup- 
port the tanks, ammunition carriers, and 
numerous other vehicles. 

In attack the light tanks would be rushed at 
high speed at the enemy objectives, and as 
they rode roughshod over enemy machine 
gun nests the self-propelled field guns would 
furnish artillery’ support. As soon as the 
immediate enemy resistance was overcome, 
the armour-protected transports—each carry- 
ing a machine gun squad, with ample am- 
munition—would be rushed up for the pur- 
pose of occupying the objective gained and 
holding it against counter-attack. 

“ By the use of a large number of these 
little transports,” says General Williams, “a 
line may be quickly oceupied by a strong force 
of machine guns, the crews for which have 
been carried forward behind armour plate. The 
battle losses in men will thus be greatly 
reduced. The infantry carrier will operate at 
speeds as great as that possessed by the 
light tanks, and will be armoured to resist 
machine gun and rifle fire.’ 

The Ordnance Chief does not predict that 
all warfare will be revolutionised by the 
entrance of improved armoured fighting 
machines, but he emphasises that changes 
in the tactics of warfare must be made to 
ensure correct incorporation of the machine 
force within the modern army. He points 
out that the American Army has not deve- 
loped an armoured force, although the 
machines. could be manufactured within a 
short time were funds available. He advc- 
cates the immediate construction of a weli- 


organised machine unit in the interests’ cf. 


national defence. 

Major Lewis H. Campbell, junr., of the 
Ordnance Departinent, points out, in an 
article prepared for a Service publication, 
that it has been computed that the fire 
power of a light tank company of one 
nundred and twelve men is seven times 
greater than an infantry company of tw» 
hundred and fifty-six men, ‘‘as expressed 
in pounds of metal thrown per minute.”’ 

‘To this figure must be added,” he con- 
tinues, “the great destruction of moral 
that an armoured vehicle, rushing at high 
speed, will produce on enemy troops—uwo 
longer will the machine gun he able to hold 
up the advance; for the tank will be im- 
pervious to its fire.” 


RELIGION AND LABOUR.

PROBLEM OF UNEMPLOYED. 


Senator J. T. O'Farrell delivered a lecture 
on ‘‘ Labour and Unemployment”’ in the 
Mansion House, Dublin, on Thursday. The 
lecture was one of a series given in connection 
with Catholic Social Week. 

Dealing with the problem of the un- 
employed, Senator O'Farrell said at the outset 
that there was something wrong with a social 
system which allowed people to starve in a 
country famed for its foodstuffs and agricul- 
tural wealth. Thousands of families were 
living im one-roomed tenements while building 
workers were -idle, and land was allowed to 
lie fallow while agricultural labourers could 
not get work. This state of affairs, he said, 
could not be altered until the mght to work 
was recognised as the inviolable right of 
every citizen of the State. 

The Rev. P. A. Walsh, who proposed a 
vote of thanks to the speaker, put forward a 
plea for recognition of the part that religion 
played in life, and said that, although many 
workers thought differently, the Church was 
only too willing to help them in every way. 
He agreed, however, that one of the first 
duties of every Government was to find 
reasonable maintenance for all citizens who 
were willing to work. 

Messrs. C. O Lochlain, P. Kilcullen and 
J. Lane also spoke. 

In the final lecture of the series, which was 
given Jast night, Dr. J. McPolin, of Belfast, 
took for his subject, “The State and Un- 
employment,” and reviewed in detail the at- 
tiude adopted by the British, the Free State 
and the Northern [rish Governments in deal 
ing with the problem. | He pointed out that, 
although preference should not be given to 
any one class, it was necessary for the State 
to protect the weaker classes for the common 
good of all. 

The Rev. H. J. Farrell, C.S.Sp., proposing 
a vote of thanks to the lecturer, traced the 
present world-wide lack of employment to a 
misunderstanding of the principles essential 
to a satisfactory constituted State, and sng. 
gested that the remedy lay in the rebuilding 
of the social fabric on the sound foundations 
of Catholic philosophy and theology. 

Mr. A. Cassidy seconded the motion, and 
Messrs. L. Honohan and J. Brett also 
spoke. | 

Mr. T. M. Summerfield, who presided, sug- 
gested that before the termination of 
Catholic Sdécial Week some definite action 
should be decided upon to improve conditions 
for Irishmen in Treland.

Sheflield’s filly by Stratford out of Bridge 
so Bath, trained by the ex-jockey, W.

This filly, who was bred in Ireland, was 
sold at Doncaster last year, had lost to Blue 
Mermaid at Birmingham, and again to Lot’s 
Wife filly at Warwick, and as she had been 
sore after her last race the stable had ro 
fancy for her “chance. It seemed a racing 
certainty for Blenheim, a high-class colt, 
who had beaten a good field at Newbury in 
convincing style. Yet actually the filly, who 
was several lengths behind at the distance. 
steadily pegged him back, and got up to 
beat him a length. 

His stable companion, Hakem, a half- 
brother by Friar Marcus to Shian Mor, was 
going the more strongly of the pair at the 
finish, though he lost second place by a 
length and a half. This is not nearly so 
hard a five furlongs as at Newbury, where 
he stayed on well. so his failure cannot be 
pul down to, want of stamina. 

HIS TRUE FORM? 

Beary had him in front a furlong from 
home, where he seemed to be going well, 
but the moment the filly tackled him he 
produced nothing. I cannot believe that 
this was anything like his true form. Blue 
Mermaid had beaten the Bridge of Bath 
filly by five lengths at Birmingham, and she 
had lost: five lengths at Leicester to Peace 
Pact, who was giving her 10lb. 

I was much interested in the first appear- 
ance cf Major D. Dixon’s Spion Kop colt, 
'‘Ardglass, in the Tudor Stakes, where he 
finished third, beaten a short head and two 
lengths by Haste Away, an Ellangowan colt, 
who had won before this season, and Horus, 
a brother to Flamingo, both of whom are 
trained by Jack Jarvis. 

Ardglass has grown into a very fine colt, 
but he was hetiged in front. If he*stands 
training he should do well, for he made-a 
very creditable appearance, and was never 
out of the first three. 

Jack Evans, who rode Haste Away, took 
the lead soon after coming into the straight, 
but he only just held on long enough to 
beat Horus, who would have won outright 
in another siride or two. 

The winner was a trifle unlucky when 
beaten by Hunter's Moon at the Craven 
meeting, and is an improving colt. 

LED ALL THE WAY. 

The five-vear-old Roi Hero mare, Royal | 
Heroine, who is trained in England by 
Bryans, ran for the Dublin owner, Mr, H. F. 
Evans, in the Clavgate Selling Plate, where 
she started at 100 to 7. Sho led all the way, 
and ma beat the Irishman gelding, Devas- 
tation, by half a length.

TURF CLUB’S ACTIVITIES IN 


PUBLIC INTEREST. 

In to-day’s issue of the Jrish Fi 
following appears :— 

On Tuesday last at the Curragh meeting 
two members of the Press requested trainers 
to inform them of the names of their runners 
for Wednesday and Thursday’s racing. With 
one exception every trainer stated what his 
runners would be, provided he intended run- 
ning horses. In the excepted case, the in- 
formation given to the Press representatives 
was that the trainer would not have any 
runners at the meeting. 

t)n Wednesday this trainer won with one of 
his charges. He was invited by the Press re- 
presentatives who had interviewed him the 
previous day to say what circumstance had 
arison to cause him to change his plans, for 
his statement that he would have no runners 
had been published in Wednesday's news- 
papers, and an explanation seemed due to the 
public when a winner came from his stable. 

In the interests of the public, the Press re 
pa felt compelled to place the facts 

cfore Mr. F. Harold Clarke, who made them 
known to one of the Stewards of the Turf 
Club. We understand that Mr. Clarke has 
been instructed to bring before owners and 
trainers the following notice published in the 
Irish Racing Calendar, October 28, 1927, 
viz, :— 

To request Owners and Trainers to de 

clare (as far as possible) the day before a 

meeting to the Clerk of the Course the 

horses they intend to run at the meeting. 
CHANGES IMPENDING, 

The Turf Club 1s well aware of many of the 
difficulties hampering the progress of racing. 
In the near future the Club will institute cer- 
tain changes in the affairs of racing. We 
plead for the fullest possible information of 
trainers’ intended runners so that we may do 
our part in interesting the public in the Turf. 
On the average the ratio of runners to entries 
is one-third, and we think there should not be 
anv reasonable ground for objection to the 
request for a declaration of starters at least 
twenty-four hours before a meeting. 

We desire to place on record our indebted- 
ness to many owners and trainers for their 
courtesy in assisting us by mentioning the 
names of their runners, but in a few—a very 
few—instances we have not always been so 
assisted. Attendances at meetings have de- 
clined seriously, and we suggest that no prac- 
ticable scheme to re-popularise it should be 
left unconsidered, the more so because the 
bet: tax in its present form will be operative 
fur at least another twelve months’ time. 

We shall not write any more on this sub- 
ject for the present, because of our knowledge 
that the Tort Club, having made a full exami- 
nation of the position, has decided to introduce 
suitable measures, possibly of a far-reaching 
kind, in due course,

WIDER AND HIGHER WICKET 
ADOPTED 


_L.B.W. RULE ALTERED. 
_Aleeting at Lords yesterday, the Advisory 
County Committee carried several of the pro- 
posals put before them by the special sub- 
committee appointed to consider ways and 
means of helping the bowler. They agreed to 
try a wider and higher wicket and a new 
application of the I.b.w. rule, while the re- 
commendation of rolling the wicket for seven 
instead of ten minutes was also approved. All 
the changes will come into force for county 
matches in 1929. They will not operate in 
the case of the fixtures in which the South 
Africans take part so that the test matches 
will be fought out under the old rules. At 
the conclusion of the meeting the following 
information was officially given out :— 

No. 1 Recommendation—‘‘ That the wicket 
be one inch wider and one inch higher than 
that provided for in law 6.” 

No. 2 Recommendation—‘‘ That the striker 
be given out Ib.w. under law 24, even 
though the bal] may have first, hit his bat or 
hand ”’ ; and 

No. 5 Recommendation—‘“‘ Titat a maximum 
of seven minutes actual rolling be made the 
rule instead of ten minutes,’’ were all carried. 

The remainder were not carried. With 
regard to recommendation No. 2, the question 
of law 27, is to be further pana sth This 
applies to the provision whereby a batsman 
can divert a ball after playing it even if it 
is rolling into his wicket. These recom- 
mendations, which are experiments to be 
tried in inter county matches only in 1929, 
have the consent and approval of the M.C.C. 

The decision of the Advisory Committee 
meeting regarding a wider and higher wicket. 
a new application of the |.b.w. rule, and the 
rolling of the wicket for seven instead of ten 
minutes, will not apply to club cricket, for 
this year at any rate. The recommendations 
will be tried out in inter-county matches,

A SERIOUS LAPSE BY 
COMPSTON., 

Yesterday at  Moortown, Leeds, the 
American professionals won the foursemes, 
the first half of the match for the Ryder 
Cup, taking two matches to the one wun by 


the Britons, the other being halved. The 
eight singles will conclude the contest to- 
day. 


The Americans gave an impressive dispiay 
under conditions which for them  conld 
scarcely have been worse; for they came to 
England almost straight from the sun 
kissed links on the Florida coast. 

They were conironted with a chilly blast 
that cut to the very marrow, and the moor- 
land, on which the course is laid out, pre- 
sented the bleakest of aspects, particularly 
in the afternoon, when rain added to the 
discomtorts. Obviously the visitors were at 
a disadvantage, but they never wavered. 


TEN THOUSAND WATCH THE PLAY. 
A new note in golf was struck by the 
erowd. It uumbered well over 10,000, and 
was the largest that has ever paid for ad 
mission to see the game. Greater crowds 
have followed championships at Hoylake, 
st. Andrews, and Prestwick, when hó 
‘‘gate’’ money was charged, but since a 
charge was instituted the largest assem!!y 
in England was the four thousand at St. 
Anne's, when Mr. “ Bobby ” Jones won his 
first open championship. 

Hagen, who had nw to big crowds 
abroad, said that he had never seen any- 
thing like so many spectatois at a gcelf 
match im the United States. Many were 
witnessing golf for the first time, and they 
raced about the course, crushed in on the 
players, and raised gallant cheers when any 
especiaily fine stroke was played.

Turnesa pulled his second shot right behind 
a refreshment tent, and, while the crowd 
wailed breathlessly, Farrell took five minutes 
to study the difficult shot. He played a 
marvellous mashie niblick, however, three 
yards from the hole, and the Americans won 
a vital point and halved the match, which 
looked as though it had gone.
